Does It Pay 


To Grow Ones Own Calves 


Chairman E. A. Trowbridge, of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department of the Univers- 
ity of Missouri, here furnishes a few facts 
and figures that should be of interest to any 
good farmer in the corn belt. These figures 
sustain the Journal’s contention that the 
times demand the use of good sized cow 
herds on the farms for the purpose of con- 
verting the roughage into a cash crop rath- 
er than to carry over steers beyond their 
baby beef stage. 

The profit per cow when used as these 
gentlemen have been using their cow herds 
is well worth while. Upon investigation it 
is discovered that in each instance these 
have been Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Those 
who have been handling herds of other 
breeds in a similar manner will please take 
note and make comparisons. To the Journal 
it seems that the plan being followed by the 
Missouri and Kansas farmers is directed 
along the right lines. They are of course 
using high grade and pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle to start with. Men operating 
with just plain ordinary average run of cat- 
tle will be doing themselves a good turn by 
comparing their profits with those of these 
gentlemen. Perhaps it is not too late to 
start helping yourself for another year 
through the use of a good pure bred regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus bull. If perchance 
you know not where to find such a bull just 
drop a line to this office, but first of all 
look over our advertising list—that will 
solve your problem as to where. 

Professor Trowbridge’s report is good 
reading, and it supplies an incentive to do a 
little thinking too. Here it is: 

That Aberdeen-Angus calves will make 
rapid gains and attain a high degree of 
finish at an early age has been demonstrat- 
ed by Missouri farmers who have entered 
their doddies in the State Beef Production 
contest. Eight of the twenty-six herds are 
either grade or pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. 

This contest is sponsored by the Kansas 
City Chamber of Commerce, the Kansas 
City Stock Yards Company and the breeders 
association in cooperation with the State 
Colleges of Agriculture of Missouri and 
Kansas. It has for its purpose stimulating 
interest in beef production and calling at- 
tention to the possible profits in raising 
beef cattle on Missouri and Kansas farms 
with the view of utilizing farm crops and 
maintaining soil fertility. All calves dropped 
on the farm between January 1 and May 1 
must be included in the contest. They are 
to be weighed and started on feed before 
July 1 and fed for at least 140 days. Final 
records must be taken by February 1st. 

Nine hundred dollars in cash prizes will 
be paid to the winners in this contest. The

After 17} de 
feeding the calves weighed 668 pounds a 
showed a gain of 415 pounds per head , 
2.43 pounds per head daily. Eighteen i 
these calves were marketed November 13 
They sold for $15.50 per hundred on the St 
Louis market and dressed out 60 per cent 
These calves consumed 515 bushels of corn, 
2 tons of low grade clover hay, 1 ton of soy. 
bean hay, 1 ton molasses feed and three. 
fourths ton of linseed oil meal. The cost of 
grain fed the calves from time they wer 
started on feed in May until sold amounted 
to $25.04 each. Costs for maintaining the 
cow herd during the year, including feeq 
interest, taxes and bull service, amounted tp 
$27.60 per cow, making a total cost, other 
than labor, of $52.64 per calf. The total 
value of the 18 calves marketed and the 7 
lighter calves held back for additional feed. 
ing amounted to $2391 or $95.63 per calf. 
On this basis these calves returned $43 per 
head above feed cost for the calves and feed 
and over head charges for the cows. 

S. K. Tweedie, Carrol county, marketed 
29 calves in Kansas City December 10th 
that sold for $14 per hundred and grossed 
$85.68 a head. These calves were weighed 
on June 16th when they averaged 298 
pounds each. They were started on feed 
July 11th. During the feeding period they 
consumed an average of 13% bushels of 
corn, 2 bushels of oats, 66 pounds of mo- 
lasses feed and a small amount of hay, the 
feed cost amounting to $14 per head. Ree- 
ords on the cows show that the feed and 
over head costs for maintaining a cow on 
the Tweedie farm was $28 per head. These 
calves returned $35.73 a head above feed 
cost on the calves and feed and maintenance 
cost on the cows. 

J. W. Barkley, Putnam county, marketed 
19 calves on November 23d that brought 
$81.63 a head. These calves were started 
on feed in June and had consumed 11% 
bushels of corn, 8% bushels of oats and 51 
pounds of linseed oil meal per head. The 
feed cost was $14.33 per calf. They sold to 
local feeders for $14.50 a hundred. 

John J. Howell in Howard county sold the 
calves from his 11 Aberdeen-Angus cows in 
St. Louis, December 10th for $85.80 each. 
These calves averaged 660 pounds and had 
consumed $17.12 worth of grain. After pay- 
ing for the grain they consumed they re- 
turned $63 a head to pay for keeping their 
mothers.

They averag- 
ed 475 pounds, and cost $45.00 per head.

Wind.” 

“Look,” cry the Mer- 
rick twins as they balance carefully on a 
patch of “rubber ice” in the yard, “the 
March Wind is blowing all of the snow 
clouds away!” 

And sure enough, he is back again. 
“Whee-ee-e,” he screams through the knot 
holes in the barn and porch, “come, gay 
lads and lasses, frolic with me, and I will 
show you Spring.” 

And, as with the fabled Pied Piper, we 
troop after him, in a long procession of 
boys and girls who search for the Spring. 

Over hills,—into whispering little fir 
woods, along the winding silvery banks of 
little streams we go. And always the ro- 


guish wind is with us, laughing, wailing, 
shrieking. And then, suddenly, when we 
are on the homeward stretch we know that

I sold the calves last fall at 
the club auction at Chicago. One 
calf weighed 940 pounds and sold for $18.25 
per cwt. The other weighed 1000 pounds 
and sold for $18.75 per cwt. Together they 
brought $359.05. 

All the expenses, including cost of calves, 
trucking to fairs and shipping to Chicago, 
feed and incidentals were $289.00. They 
made a $106.00 net profit, including prize 
money. 

My Aberdeen-Angus calf project won me 
a trip to the International Fat Stock show 
this year. I enjoy club work very much, 
and am feeding two Aberdeen-Angus calves 
again this year. .

She 
has kindly consented to let me share it with 
you. 

The story of her success would be an in- 
spiration to any farm women. Her beauti- 
ful garden flowers are used almost exclu- 
sively in our community throughout the 
summer. They make our party tables gay 
and inviting. They lend beauty and delight 
to all the happy occasions. They comfort 
our sorrows with their silent messages of 
love and sympathy. Mrs. Morris is success- 
ful because she loves, studies and under- 
stands her work. Her specialities are glad- 
iolas and peonies although her gardens con- 
tain many varieties of beautiful garden 
flowers. 

Mrs. Morris is the daughter of James 
White one of the pioneer Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders of Iowa. 


Flower Lore. 

More than 300 years ago, the little band 
of Puritan men and women reached the 
shores of New England, after an anxious 
and perilous voyage of ten weeks. 

Their leader, John Winthrop, wrote in 
his Journal: 

“We had now fair sunshine weather, and 
so pleasant a sweet air as did much refresh 
us, and there came a smell off the shore 
like the smell of a garden.” 

A smell of a garden was the first wel- 
come to our ancestors from their new home. 
It was a pleasant emblem of the life that 
awaited them, for they were not hunters or 
adventurers. They were to settle down, as 
tillers of the soil as makers of gardens. 
Soon, by every humble dwelling blossomed 
flowers and herbs, the seeds and slips of 
which had been carefully carried by the 
lonely women from their far away homes. 
What good cheer they must have brought, 
and how interesting it is to know that many 
of these varieties of flowers that we have 
today have survived 300 years in an un- 
broken chain of blossom to seed. John Jos- 
selyn who is described as a man of every 
day tastes and much inquisitiveness made 
the earliest list of flowers known. The date 
is 1674.

So with hollyhocks growing against the 
rail fences, gilly flowers and honesty blos- 
soming gaily, feverfew prospering, and the 
sweet briar of old England peeping in at 
every window, these colonial women no 
doubt found patience growing in their 
hearts, as well as in their gardens. Herbs 
seem to have been beautiful. Shakespeare 
calls them nose herbs. 


Many of these plants we know and love 
still. But the tansy, or bitter buttons, the 
fennel, the bouncing bet, the oxeye daisy 
are not wanted by anyone. They have be- 
come outcasts from the garden, but they 
stretch cheerly down the roadsides of New 
England where they are gathered by the 
little hands of children, and loved as they 
were in days gone by. 


With spring at hand with its offering of 
beauty—with its age-old mystery of plant 
resurrection, we cannot resist “the lure of 
green things growing.” Our ancestors cher- 
ished the “red piney” in the front yard. 
We still have it, still loved and cherished, 
but far surpassed by hundreds of others 
“beautiful enough to break your heart” as 
the Irish would say. The day lily, or lemon 
lily of old gardens we have still in the class 
of plants called hemerocallis. Each year 
there are new one added—making varieties 
early and late, small and large, frilled fra- 
grant and fascinating—all of them. They 
are day lilies blooming but a day but the 
buds are borne prodigiously, so their bloom- 
ing period is quite long. 

Hollyhocks are more popular than ever. 
They, too come in colors undreamed of years 
ago—as do hardy phlox. These are among 
our best perennials blooming over a long 
period of time and bearing many colors, 
excellent for garden effect. 

Among our most handsome flowers first 
to appear are the tulips, of these the old 
herbalist Parkinson wrote: 

“Tulips do carry so stately and delightful 
a form, and do abide so long in their 
bravery, that there is no lady or gentleman 
of any worth that is not caught with this 
delight.” They are truly among the aris- 
tocrats of the garden—The new class called 
Breeder or Art Tulips are very unusual 
coming in bronze, and copper shades, also 
dull rose, and other clouded shades. Among 
the little bulbous plants that appear early, 
and make us glad are the bright blue scillas 
and the blue grape hyacinths, or blue bon- 
nets as elderly people sometimes call them. 
Two other early blue flowers are the pole- 
monium or Jacob’s Ladder and the exquisite 
Mertensia, or bluebell. The latter bears 
pink buds, which turn a wonderful blue as 
they unfold. They bloom with the tulips 
and a mass of pink tulips and some clumps 
of the lovely Mertensia is a sight for tired 
eyes. 

The phloxes are a lovely group—The 
creeping phloxes are early, as are also our 
native blue and white phlox divaricata. They 
are excellent for crockeries. The double 
buttercup still survives, also. It isn’t even 
improved, nor does it need to be. It is 
cheery and lovable just as it is, and just as 
it was, in Shakespeare’s time, for it is the 
flower he called “Batchlor’s Button.” 

The cherished Flower de Luce of our 
early gardens was one “poor blighted being” 
compared to the magnificence of our pre- 
sent-day iris—all of the colors of the rain- 
bow are there and many more—These are 
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among our most valuable : : 
very hardy, and multiplying ree being 
kin most beautifully describes th Rus 
flower of chivalry—with a swo 
and a lily for a heart.

There are various flowering plums, flower- 
ing cherries, flowering crab-apples, and 
many shrubs of beauty and worth.

Scarlet lychuis is said to be the reddest 
flower of all except the cardinal flower— 
It is a very old plant said to date from the 
time of the Crusades. 

There is no accounting for flower loves. 
Flowers have real personality—but like the 
“dear charmers” of humanity, they do not 
appeal to all in the same way. We are 
swayed by subtle influences, sometimes pure 
beauty makes its appeal—sometimes fra- 
grance or form or color. Often it is none 
of these—but simply a flower that recalls 
half-forgotten days, old memories, old as- 
sociations. 

We often see very elusive charm in a 
wild flower. Many wildlings transplant 
wonderfully. Lovely as they are in the gar- 
den they never have quite the charm that 
is theirs when seen in their natural haunts. 
Who can forget the appearance of a na- 
tive meadow with its wealth of Canadense 
lilies, that graceful nodding lily, now so 
rarely found, the handsome fragrant Joe 
Pye weed with fringy, dull pink blooms 
usually covered with butterflies flanked by 
the stately meadow rue, with its masses of 
feathery bloom. Cardinal flower once seen 
in the Ozarks, I thought most beautiful. It 
is said to be the reddest of all flowers—(It 
is the color of the red on a blackbirds wing). 
Like the primrose, it “grew upon the river’s 
brim” with rocks and trees and mossy logs 
for a background. Those transplanted to 
my garden bloomed one season, but their 
charm was nearly lost through change of 
location. The plants were lost the first 
winter. 

Many plants are hardy only in catalogs, 
or in climates less trying than ours. Not 
low temperatures, but alternate freezing 
and thawing are cause of loss—Many plants 
hardy in New England states will not sur- 
vive our winters on this account. 

The gentian, that exquisite fringed flower 
beloved of poets is another veritable Indian. 


“Thou waitest late, and comest alone 
When trees are bare, and birds have flown.” 


_ So I saw it, on a late October day bloom- 
ing serenely in a little pioneer cemetery in 
the country, on a high, wind-swept hill. No 
inducement could have prevailed to make it 

stay across the road on cultivated soil, and 

surely the cemetery seemed less lonely for 
er presence. 

Perhaps we do not know and appreciate 
the pretty flowers of our roadsides. No 
other location can boast of more beautiful 
varieties of wild aster, our white milkweed 


parades under the name of baby’s breath in 
city flower shops, our Catris, of Kansas gay 
feather is combined with finest roses and 
gladiolus.

We marvel at the beauty of some flowers 
listed in the farmers bulletins as noxious 
weeds—For unfortunately, they spread—not 
wisely, but too well. 

What botanist wouldn’t delight in the 
structure and color of toad flox, or “butter 
and eggs” as it is often called? And for 
exquisite daintiness, please study a head of 
wild carrot or Queen Anne’s Lace. Surely 
a flower fit for a queen. 

And chicory—all who love blue flowers 
must revel in this. Many call this are tru- 
est blue. This flower was little thought of 
until brought to our attention by the tender 
little poem of Margaret Deland’s— 

O, not in ladies gardens 

My peasant posy 

Shine thy dear blue eyes, 

Nor only—nearer to the skies 

In upland pastures dim and sweet. 

But by the dusty road 

Where weary feet toil to and fro 


Where flaunting sin may see thy heavenly hue; 
Or weary sorrow look from thee toward a tender- 


er blue. 

There are so many interesting by-prod- 
ucts of a garden. The beautiful gladiolus 
opens during the night, the iris, too, unfolds 
at dawn, so we must visit the garden early. 
Incidentally one sees the freshness of the 
morning, the dew drops on every leaf and 
flower, the drowsy awakening of all insect 


life. Humming birds take up a residence 
in the gladiolus garden, perhaps because 
they like red flowers. Often six pairs were 
seen. How tiny and bright were the flut- 
tering midgets and how marvelously do 
they balance their dainty weight, seldom 
alighting on a plant. They became so well 
acquainted that they often followed as I cut 
a bouquet apparently reluctant to give up 
a flower. 

I never knew how friendly big fat bumble 
bees were until I became better acquainted 
with them. They like blue flowers, espec- 
ially blue Siberian iris whose form enables 
them to reach the honey easily. They seem 
to become literally intoxicated, drowsily 
clinging to the blossoms as we cut them. 

“A garden is a lovesome thing” at sunset, 
too. Colors seem to be brighter at sunset 
and “clumps of sunny phlox, they shine at 
dusk and grow more deeply sweet.” 

How fragrant flowers are at night. Long 
ago a poet wrote, “How sweetly smells the 
honeysuckle in the hush’d night, as if the 
world were one of utter peace and love and 
gentleness. Surely the moon seems to shine 
more brightly in a garden than anywhere 
else. White flowers that are greatest fact- 
or in producing harmony in a garden, are 
especially showy at night. 

I realize that I have indulged in many 
sins of omission and commission, in writing 
this. Have refrained from discussing the 
hard work, the uncertainty of success. 
There are many failures, many mistakes 
but the gardener is perennially hopeful and 
he is too busy to worry about them. Once, 
when Tolstoi was ploughing he was stopped 
with the question: “If you knew that you 
were to die tomorrow what would you do 
today?” “Today! Why, I would plow”, and 
on he went. So it is with our gardens. 

Something needs to be done today, and 
we want to do it—it is interesting—it seems 
worth-while. There is always something 
more to wait and work for. And reminded 
of the inscription on an old sun-dial, we 
count only the sunny hours.

ious difficulties when it comes to brooding 
the chicks because experience has proven 
conclusively that overcrowding does not pay 
and is conducive to troubles of one kind or 
another. It is not so much the number of 
chicks that we start out with in the season 
but the number that we raise to maturity 
that counts. One lady may start with four 
hundred chicks and raise three hundred and 
fifty. Another may start with one thous- 
and chicks and only raise three hundred. 
Many times it is not always the serious 
mortality manifested during the time of 


Every year during the chick season we 
are confronted with problems just a little 
different than those of prevous seasons. 
Here it is the middle of March and very 
few producers have thought about chicks. 
The reason for this condition being the in- 
clement weather. Severe cold weather and 
lots of snow is not an inducement to chick 
raising and this has been our experience, 
especially in the north central states, so far 
this year. 

In order to catch up with the season many 
producers may figure upon raising a larger

chick brooding that causes the greatest loss 
but the indirect effect upon the mature 
stock may be discouraging. 

Every season finds us with a little more 
information in regard to the practicability 
of certain methods of brooding. Up to re- 
cent years most all chick literature pertain- 
ing to the brooding of chicks advised no 
feeding until the chicks were from sixty to 
seventy-two hours old. In experiments con- 
ducted during the past two years with the 
feeding of baby chicks there has been no 
indication to substantiate such a procedure.

the unabsorbed yolk in the body of the 
chick should be practically assimilated he 
fore the chick is fed. This does not Neces 
sarily hold true because when the chicks 
were fed earlier and in small amounts th 
assimilation of the yolk was practically the 
same. One must use judgment in regard 
to the feeding practices. Over-feeding is 
just as detrimental as under feeding, 4 
small amount of feed given at short inter. 
vals is better than a large amount of feed 
given at any one time. One can gain cop. 
siderable knowledge regarding chick feed. 
ing by studying the chick itself. 


Controlling the Spread of Disease 


Among Chicks. 

Past history has revealed that an enor- 
mous mortality has occurred in many forms 
of life at time of birth. Recent history has 
proven that the basis of this mortality has 
been contamination with various disease or- 
ganisms. The use of specific disinfectants 
has reduced the mortality rate tremendous- 
ly. Therefore, is it not safe to assume that 
a similar condition is taking place from the 
standpoint of poultry at the time of hatch. 
ing. 

During recent years the development of 


our large hatching units has naturally re- 
sulted in the contact of larger numbers. 


With these larger numbers came greater _ 


hazards of infection. We are thoroughly 
convinced that at the time of hatching and 
the early days of brooding there is a great 
possibility of disease contamination. To | 
overcome this situation we would suggest 
that a good disinfectant be used in the in- 
cubator for spraying the eggs also the 
young chicks at time of hatch and also 
while they are in the brooder house. A prep- 
aration with a formaline base is the most 
advisable to use according to our present 
knowledge of this condition. Our results 
with this procedure during the past two 
years has been remarkable from the stand- 
point of reduced mortality. Spraying the 
chicks in the brooder house has a twofold 
effect, first; and foremost. naturally is the 
reduction of disease organisms and second; 
the increased moisture or humidity has 4 
direct effect upon the feather growth and 
development of the chicks. Most of our 
brooder houses today are kept entirely too 
hot and dry. ; 
We hear numerous complaints from time 
to time in regard to slow feather gro 
and lack of uniformity of growth in chicks 
In the past we have placed considerable 
importance upon the diet in regard to this 
condition which is no doubt correct. How 
ever, experience the last two years has 
proven that this condition can also be al

ry . Aol By spraying the brooder 
house with a solution of some good disin- 
fectant preferably of a formaline base more 
satisfactory results in the development of 
the chicks should be attained. 7 
Contamination through the feeding and 
drinking receptacles is often times the cause 
of serious mortality. One should make a 
practice of keeping all of the feeding and 
drinking equipment thoroughly clean. It is 
a good plan to place a reliable disinfectant 
in the drinking water keeping in mind that 
a disinfectant of this kind should have a 
constant power for killing disease organ- 
isms. If the intestinal tract and other or- 
gans in the body of the chick become in- 
fested with disease it is oftentimes next to 
impossible to bring that chick to a healthy 
condition. Therefore, in order to prevent 
such a situation arising it is better to prac- 


tice precautionary measures and in most 
cases of disinfectants the whole fundament- 
al involved is the fact that prevention is 
better than cure. 

Just the other day the writer had an op- 
portunity to look over some chicks that 
were hatched from a flock which the prev- 
ious year had produced chicks in which a 
heavy mortality was involved. These chicks 
were uneven in development and in fact 
lacked those qualities which typify a good 
healthy sound chick. With one season’s ex- 
perience with this kind of stock it is folly 
to attempt to raise chicks from the same 
kind of stock the second year. There may 
be some disease involved in this stock that 
is transmitted to the offspring. A thorough 
study of the flock and the condition under 
which the chickens are produced may give 
some insight as to the specific cause of the 
diseases occurring in the young stock. 


Feeding and Management of the Beef Cattle Breeding Herd

strong, lusty calf. : 
Cows that are getting all of the corn si- 

lage that they will eat, which is around 50 
pounds per head daily, with three or four 
pounds of legume hay, will make practical- 
ly 200 pounds of gain during the winter 
period of 150 days and they will be in good 
healthy condition and able to bring forth a 
good strong lusty calf and furnish enough 
milk to nurse that calf. The approximate 
cost of such a ration would be from $25.00 
to $30.00 for the season, depending upon 
the locality. In those sections where al- 
falfa is cheap corn silage could probably 
be replaced by alfalfa at a profit. 

Two-year-old heifers probably need a lit- 
tle extra care for they are growing and 
therefore need feed to produce growth as 
well as for maintenance. They will do quite 
well under the same care as is given to the 
mature cows until they go into the dry lot 
but from there on through the winter, they 
need a better ration. A good ration for 
two-year-old heifers in the dry lot would 
be what corn silage and legume hay they 
would clean up, and one pound of linseed 
oil meal. About 2 quarts of a mixture of 
corn and oats, half and half, would be just 
as good as one pound of linseed oil meal but 
this mixture would be more expensive at the 
present time, so the linseed oil meal wouid 
be preferable. 

Calves dropped in the spring of 1927 
and yearling heifers should receive some 
grain in addition to silage and legume hay 
if we expect them to develop into good 
strong cows that will be useful in the breed- 
ing herd. Corn and oats as a mixture, or 


either one alone, whichever is the cheaper 
in that locality, makes a good addition. The 
amount to be fed depending upon the size 
and age of the heifers. Some men like to 
grind the grain but this is not necessary in 
the ration of growing calves and it does add 
to the cost of the ration. 

So far as the mature animals are con- 
cerned, plenty of grass, water and shade re- 
duce the management problem of the beef 
cattle herd during the summer time to al- 
most a minimum. 

The local condition will determine to a 
large extent the handling of the calves dur- 
ing the summer time. However, the work 
carried on at the Sni-A-Bar farm the past 
two years shows that the calves that were 
getting grain in addition to nursing their 
mothers were the most profitable. The 
question was whether the calves should run 
with their mothers, or be kept in a barn and 
nursed twice a day. One year the calves 
running with their mothers proved to be the 
more profitable while the next year those 
nursing their mothers twice a day came out 
ahead. 

Bulls at the head of the herd should be 
kept in a little nicer condition than the 
cows, especially in a pure bred herd for 
he means a great deal from the standpoint 
of advertising. And, if he is in at least 
fair flesh, he makes a good impression and 
therefore, valuable advertising whereas if 
he is thin he looks bad and is a detriment 
as far as his influence goes in selling stock. 
However, even though it is well to have him 
in fair condition, yet this can be done with 
cheap feeds just the same as in the case 


with the cow herd. During the winter, 
which is considered the non-breeding sea- 
son, a good beef bull will stay in good flesh 
when geting plenty of silage, legume hay 
and four or five pounds of grain such as 
corn or oats. One pound of linseed oil meal 
could be substituted for the grain and would 
probably be cheaper in most sections. 

Besides the feed part of the ration, one 
should not forget that beef cattle need plen- 
ty of fresh water and salt every day. Cattle 
will do better if they have free access to 
water and salt than if allowed water a cer- 
tain number of times a day and salt every 
week or month if not forgotten. Plenty of 
salt and legume hay will do away with 
part of the need for mineral feeds. 

Shelter. 

Another important factor in the winter 
handling of the beef herd is proper and 
adequate shelter. A shed open to the east 
or south is not only sufficient, but the best 
type of shelter for mature beef cows, either 
pure breds or grades, in the corn belt sec- 
tion. If more of our beef herds were win- 
tered in an open shed, we would find a 
smaller percentage of tuberculosis and oth- 
er diseases in our herds than we do now. 
All of the shelter that a mature herd re- 
quires is something that will furnish pro- 
tection from cold winds and snows. Ex- 
perimental work shows that cattle fed in 
open sheds will gain faster and more eco- 
nomically than those fed in barns. Another 
big advantage of the open shed over the 
average barn is that the barns are poorly 
ventilated as a rule. The labor required to 
take care of a herd in an open shed is 
usually les than where the cattle are kept 
in barns. 

Since the herd bull is not allowed to run 
with the cows, he should not be kept in a 
barn the entire time but should have the 
run of a small lot in order to get plenty 
of exercise. Exercise tends to keep him 
vigorous and healthy as well as more even 
tempered. 

Calves need more protection from bad 
cold weather than do mature animals but 
good ventilation and being well lighted are 
two important essentials in barns for calves. 
A long shed with large sliding doors on the 
south or east side makes a very desirable 
place for the youngsters, as on clear, sunny 
days, the doors can be pushed back so that 
the sun can shine in and have a tendency 
to keep the barn sanitary as well as com- 
fortable. 

Special problems that are caused by dis- 
ease, time of year when calves are market- 
ed, whether or not they are intended for 
showing, and type of land that will produce 
one crop to a better advantage than an- 
other, occur in different herds so it is im- 
possible to cover all phases at one time. 

Wintering Fine. 

Dr. A. E. Platter, of the Platter Farms, 
Memphis, Missouri, says his cattle are win- 
tering fine despite the severe winter. His 
sheep were in good shape too and the lambs 
had begun to come March first. Dr. Plat- 
ter has a fine combination of Aberdeen-
